THE TWO QUESTIONS LOOMIEG 
TO THE FRONT. 


Mr. Morrison Presents the Report of the Ways and 
Means Committee—The Silver Question Dis- 
cussed Mr. Bland Defeated in Commit- 

Other Washington Notes, Etc. 
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WasHincron, February 15.—[Special.]— 
Morrison's tarriff bi!l offered today will be re- 
ported favorably by the solid vote of the dem- 
ocratic m:jority of the ways and means com- 
mittee. It presents a striking contrast to the 
bill offercd and championed by Morrison two 
years ago. Instead of proposing a reduction 
of twenty per cent it asks for 
than five. The former Napoleonic idea of a 
sweeping horizontal reduction is substituted 
by a mild attempt to treatin detail all the ills 
ofthe present system, A _ big free list is 
proposed, including all kinds of lumber and 
wood. One of the heaviest cuts is in pig iron, 
which is put down from six dollars and sventy- 
two cents to five sixty perton. Steel railsare

reduced from $17 to $12.59 a ton. A 
common duty of two and eight 
tenths cents a pound is _ fixed 


on wools. A slight reductionfis made in flax 
and linen goods. While Pennsylvania is ar- 
rayed against the bill by reason of its reduc- 
tion on iron and steel, Maine and the north- 
west are bristling up at its war on their lum- 
ber interests, and Ohio will not accept its esti- 
mate of the needs of the wool growers. Still, 
none of these have cause of complajnt equal to 
that of the southern states. The duty onclean 
rice is: proposed to be reduced from 2} to 1? 
cents, and the duty on unclean rice from two 
cents to one. Sugar fares little better. A 
sweeping reduction of twenty per cent is pro- 
posed. It it apparently guarded by a clause 
excepting the produet of countries which im- 
pose export duty. This would exclude Cuban 
sugar, as the Spanish law now stands, but the 
export duty now levied onCuban sugar would be 
abolished the instant any such bill passed, 
aud the |.ouisana sugar planters would be heg- 
gared. It has hitherto been thought thatMor- 
rison might be able to get some sort of tariff 
bill through the. house, but since his ideas 
have becn embodied in this bill, his chances 
for even this partial success have dwindled 
eutof sight. The only effect of this long 
expected bill will beto elicita lengthy and 
useless discussion, to increase the differences 
which are aiready too strong in the democrat- 
ic ranks, to prolong the session and to perch 
the author on a§$pinnacle of notoriety from 
which the vote of the house will knock him 
before the senate has a chance to exercise ‘its 
sledge hammer in pulverizing his bill. 
THE SILVER DOLLAR. 

In the coinage committee today, Mr. James, 
of New York, attempted to avert certain cde- 
feat of gold bullion by his resolution providing 
for the suspension of silverin the event that 
notreaty conid be negotiated for the free 
coinave of silver by foreign powers. This able 
propcesition was squelched by a vote of nine to 
four. The leading gold champions are in con- 
ference (tonight, trying to devise some means 
of steying the tide of feeling in favor of silver, 


Which grows stronger in congress every day.

mitice oui wiversand harbors today, and dem- 
onstraicd the necessity for an appropriation of 
iweuty thousand dollars to continue the im- 
provement ofthe Chattahoochee ri from 
Columbus to its junction with the Flint.

Mr. Morgan Continues His Opposition tothe 
Blair Bill} 

WASHINGTON, February 15.—The chair 
laid before the senate the followinz lettor 
from the secretary of the interior,in repl vto Mr 
Dawes’ recent resolution adoped by the senate. 
which calied for all information in the interi- 
or department relating to Heury Ward. the 
late Indian inspector: 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTFRIOR, Washington. D. 
C,, February 15, 1856.—The President Prote:mpore 
ofthe Senate, Sir: I h@ve the honor to arkuow}- 
edge the receipt of the senate resolution of the 5th 
inst. in words as follows: 

“Resolved, that the secretary of the interior be 
directed to communicate to the senate copies of 
allpapers which have been filed in the iaterior 
department, and of all papers which have been 
presented to any officer of that department touch- 
jung the official and personal conduct of Henry 
Ward, lidian inspector, during his ecntinuance 
in faid office.”’.

Mr. Morgan then took the floor and resumed 
his argument against the constitutionality of 
the pending education bill. So far asthe state 
of Alabama was concerned, he denied that it 
was a land of darkness and the lazzaretto of 
ignorance, to be inferred from the report of 
the ceommittce on education and labor, He 
read extracts fragn that report, and expressed 
wonder thatany man who had fought in the 
confederate army, or was representing a south- 


ern state, could agree to the matter he quoted. 
Mr. George remarked that Mr. Morgan was 


cndeavoring to hold allthe members of that 
committee responsible for the individual opin- 
ions of the chairman of the committee, (Blair, 
and inturn, read from the report to show 
that Mr. Morgan’s quotations were but the 
individual opinions of the chairman. 

Mr. Blair desired to make a remark, but Mr. 
Morgan declined to be further interrupted. In 
the course of his subsequent remarks, Mr. 
Morgan said he had often heard it said that 
the people of the sonth were a hoodwinked lot 
of slaves, who had been forced into the re- 
bellion and secession by their leaders. This 
he emphatically denied, and asserted that, on 
the contrary, the leaders had been forced into 
secession by the people, and that many a cow- 
ardly heart. among the teaders would 
have failed and fainted but for 
the fact that those leaders knew they did not 
dare to trifle with the faith of an enlightened 
and splendid people. He characterized the bill 
under debate asa bribe to the south: but, for 
his part, he neither grew blind nor shut his 
eyes in the presence of any bribe, no matter 
how magnificent. The bill would prove a pin- 
dora’s box, and would lead to what had not in- 
appropriately been termed a condition of “or- 
ganized hell,” between the states and the gen- 
eral government.- He prophesied that under 
its baneful influence, we would see the people 
of the north and the south again frenzied with 
excitement. 

Mr. George inquired whether Mr. Morgan 
meant to say that, after making the appropri- 
ations, congress might then interpose in the 
state management of the appropriation? 

Mr. Morgan replied, “Certainly.” 

Mr. George denied this, and said he could 
nowhere see anything inthe bill to warrant 
such construction. 

Mr. Morgan insisted on his point,and argued 
atcome leagth to sustain his contention. Ths 
state, he said, had no way to compel the sec- 
retary of the interior to grant it. any part of the 
eppropriation except by an appeal to congress: 
so thatthe intention was that congress should 
keep the matter sub judice, so that it might 


change the conditions from time to time 
Congress could treat with the state on 
any subject over which congress has not con- 


stitutional power. If it could do that, it could 
meke a coutract with a state to abandon the 
very function of self government. The bill 
under consideration would put congress in a 
position where it could place the hand of pow- 
cr on the threat of the state. Thevery theory 
of the bill would make the mere preamble ot 
the constitution the enacting canse of all its 
ordinances. That preamble contained no grant

of power. Mr. Morgan read from the writings 
of President Madison and other authorities in 
support of hisground, and maintained that 
those authorities stood likea wallot adamant 
against the passage of the pending bill.

Whereas, Grave charges have been made and are 
constantly being made by the leading press of the 
country, reflecting on the integrity and official 
action of Certain officers of the government of the 
United States:

ment, aud by whom, and all cirstumstances Con- 
nected therewith and arising therefrom; and also 
what suit orsuits, ifany, have been bronght in the 
rame of the United States totest the validity of the 
patentsissued orany other right in controversy 
Letween the Bell and Pan-Electric telephone com 

pany; what contracts have been made, what tnon- 
ey’s paid, or to be paid toany person or persons, 
as assistant council tothe attorney general or s0- 
licitor general of the United States; the reason 0! 
authority for constituting the United States 
A party to said suit or suits, 
and to tbe end that the people of the United States 
may be fnily advised, the committee be granted the 
right to send for persons and papers, to sit during 
the sessions of the house, toemploy stenopraphers 
and to incur anv reasonable expenditures that may 
be deemed necessary forthe purposes of such in 
investigation.

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The Silver Fight in Committee. 

WASHINGTON, February 15.—The silver 
light was renewed inthe house committce of 
ccinage, weights and measures today. For 
two hours the whole question was discussed, 
but without conclusion. There was but one 
propcsition voted on, and that was a bill en- 
titled “An act to, maintain the parity of silver 
and gold.” It was introduced as a substitute 
for all other billson the silyer question, and 
was chainpioned by Mr. James and Mr. Hemp.- 
bill. 

The bill represented the views expressed in 
the resolution introduced last Friday by Mr. 
James, of Brooklyn, N. Y. Aftera warm dts- 
cussion the bill was defeated by a vote of 9 to 
1. Those voting in the affirmative were James, 
Hemphill, Rockwell and Scott. The negative 
were Bland, Lanham, Seymour, Norwood, Me- 
Creary, Bynum, Little, Felton and Fuller. 

At the afternoon session, after some discus- 
sicp, Mr. Hemphill. in order to test the sense 
of the committee and at the same time dis 
claiming sympathy with the object of the bill, 
moved to report favorably Mr. Reagan’s bill to 
piovide for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. The motion was lost, four to eight. The

THE MORRISON. BILL. 


New Tariff Scheme 
Considered. 

WASHINGTON, February 15.—Mr. Morrison 
expresses the opinion that histanff bill intro- 
cuced in the house today will elfect an estima- 
ted seduction of twenty million dollars. in 
revenues from customs, based on the revenues 
of that year. The greatest reduction on any 
one article is in the case of sugar, where the 
new duty willresult in a decrease of tena 
million dollars in receipts. The additions tothe 
free list willinvolve a loss of five and one- 
half millions, and the reductions made by the 
billenthe other articles about five millions. 
Slight but general reductions have been made 
in the cases of wools, flax, linen aud hemp- 
cottons, window glass, plate glass of high 
quality, earthenware and China where duty is 
believed to be excessive. The duty on rice 
merble, castor beans and few chemieals is also 
slightly reduced. 

Among the more important additions mide 
by the bill to the free list after July 1, 1535, 
are the following: Lumber hewn and sawed 
and timber used forspars and in building 
wharves, timber squared or sided, not specially 
numerated or provided for; sawed boards, 
plank, deals and otber lumber of hemlock, 
white wood; sycamore and bass wood, and all 
other articles of sawed lumber, hulss, staves 
pickets and palings, laths, shingles, pine 
clapbeards, epruice clapboards, wood, uamanu- 
factured, especially enumerated or provided 
for. Proviso—inuoperative when imported from 
a country Jevying an exporttax: salt in bags, 
sacks, barrels or other packages and in bulk. 
Hemp. mauilla and other like substitutes for 
hemp, not especially enumerated or provided 
for. Jute and jute butts, sisal grass and other 
vegetable substances, not especially enumerat-

ed and provided for. Iron, sulphur, copper 
and lead ere, mineral substances in crude, 


slate and metals, unwrought, not especially 
enumerated or provided for. Coal, coke, Indiaa 
corn, Or maiZe, oats, hay and potatoes. 

The bill provides that from and after July 
1, next, the following rates of duty shall take 
effect: Dressed lumber, 50 cents per thousand 
for each finished side. Cotton yarn, thread 
warps, etc., ranging eight cents per pound for 
yarn, notexceeding twenty cents per pound 
in value, to thirty-six cents for yarn valued 
at one dollar and twenty per cent ad valorem 
for yarn exceeding one dollar in value. Cot- 
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HANGING A HORSETHIEF. 


A SENSATIONAL EPISODE IN THE 
OLD NORTH STATE. 


The Disappearance of a Mule and a Horse Leadstoa 
Spirited Chase-The Thief Caught, Pat in 
Jail,and Taken Out Again and Eynched 
-Other Notes and Incidents. 


DANEURY. N. C.. February 15.—( Spe cial.] 
For two weeks the people of this section have 
heen greatly excited over the depredations of 
a beid horse thief, named John Wilson, whom 
they subsequently arrested. put iu jail and 
finally lynched on the banks of the Mayo 
river. The story is one of thrilling interest. 

THE STRANGER AND THE MISSING MULE. 

On the morning of the 24th of January Mr. 
Rhodes, a substantial farmer of this 
county, hitched up his span of mules and 
started on his way to Madison. Half way.on 
the journey thither he noticed that be Was 
followed by a white man who always kept at a 
certain distance behind. Reaching Madison 
Mr. Khodes put up his team for the night. The 
next morning he found that both animals 
were gone, without any clue by which to fol- 
lowthem up. Laterinthe day one of the 
mules came back on the road leading to Henry 
county, Virginia, showing that that mast 
have been the direction taken by the thief. 
Parties were at once organized but were fruit- 
less in their search. 

MR. GREGGS TAKEN IN. : 

Several days later a man giving his name as 
Join Wilson appeared in the neighborhood of 
Spencer, Va., riding a mule, which he was 
making anxious efforts to swap off for anoth- 
cr. He spent the first week of February with 
Mr. Greggs, whom he finally induced to take 
the mule in exchange for a horse, to which he 
had taken a fancy. Wilson cautioned @regz; 
to keep the mule tied up, else the anima! 
wculd make for his old home. Greggs was not 
greatly surprised, therefore, when he entered 
his stable a morning later, and found the mule 
gor.e, a piece of the broken halter still hanging 
to the stall. 

THE ARREST OF THE THIFF. 

With a party of neighbors Greggs started oui 
to find his lost animal. It was thus that he 
met up with some of Rhdes’s friends. 
when 2 comparison of notes satisfied them that 
they were all in pursuit of the same man. The 
united party got on the trail ofa man with a 
Lorse and a mule, who was making his way 
through Patrick county, Virginia, back into 
this county, apparently bound for Winston, 
Ncith Caroline, where he told people that he 
intended tosell his stock.

The Life Story of a Recent Writer of Indian 
Novels. 

New York, February 15,—Buckskin Sam is 
dead. Adult readers may not recall himat all, 
but juvenile grief will be as widespread as the 
country’s borders, He was the author of In- 
dian stories, such as “Blanco Bill, the Mustang 
Monarch,” “The Rattling Ranger,” “Bowlder 
Bill, the Man of Taos,”’ “Dandy Dave and His 
Horse White Stocking,” and “The Mountain 
Bravo.” He was not a humbug, who 
had wever been ffurther west than 
Michigan, whose knowledge of horses was con- 
fined to saw horses, and of Indians of the Ni- 
agara Fallsspecimens. Fifty years ago the 
Hall family,’of Leomimster, Mass.. had a son 
born to it. They named him Sam H. Hegrew 
to early manhoed inthe quiet New England 
neighborhood. Sam Hali demanded excite- 
ment, and the community frowned on his fa- 
vorite methods of obtaining it. So he ran away 
from home and wandered down to Texas. 
The first that was known of him there 
was asone of Ben McCullough’s roughs. He 
had at last found congenial employment, and 
from that time until the breaking out of the 
reLellion there was no harder riding or 
fighting dare devil than he. —_ com- 
papions named him Buckskin Sam. e was 
slender and undersized, with good features, 
gentle voice and manner, and dark eyes of 
more than ordinary beauty.

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FREEDOM IN PRUSSIA. 


THE MAY LAWS TO BE REPEALED 
AT LAST. 


The Prussian Government Decides to Give Up Its 
War on the Catholic Church, and Moves forgyy 
the Repeal of the May Laws—Leo's Tri- 
umph-—Other Foreign News, Sto. 
es 

Beri IN, February 15.—There is great ex- 
citement in Berlin over the apparently well 
authenticated reports that Bismarck is prepar- 
ing to yield entirely to the vatican in the re- 
ligicus dispute which has been waged by Prus- 
sia against the papacy forthe past fifteen years. 
A bill has been deposited by the government 
with the upper house of the landtag, revoking, 
witha few trivial exceptions, all the features 
of the May laws, which have been so odious to 
the Catholics of Germany. 

The government's changed attitude toward 
the vatican is semi officially explained as fol- 
iows: The government for two years desired 
to accede to the wishes of its Catholic subjects 
and was hindered by the fact that the sessions 


of parliament were attended with. circum- 
stances tending to raise au im- 
pression that the government could 
be driven by attacks and threats 
to unwillingly consent. There is no longer 


apy ground for fear, therefore,the government 
has introduced the present bill in the land- 
tag. The bill abolithes the remainder of the 
Mav laws, with the exception of the obligation 
to obtain government approval of religions ap- 
pointments.

Harris av Old Sweetheart of Venable—His Ob- 
trusion on Her After Her Marriage— Harris's 
Efforts for Peace—The Fata) Encoust- 
ers—Ctber Notes of Interest, Etc. 


FAVETTEVILLE,G4., February 15.—[Special.] 
Meccrs. S. L. Blalock, J. W. Graham, 5. A. Burks,

statement of facts: 

The report of the killing of G. W. Venable, as 
told by the Jonesboro correspondent, is so m ich at 
variance with the facts, aud reflects so generally on 
the citizens of this county, that we are unwilling for 


it to go uncorrected. 


As to George Venable, we ali knew and liked 
him, for a kinder-hearted fellow never lived, and 
bave no desire to anything that would 
refiect on his memory, still, in justice to all parties, 
we ask youto publish the following statement made 
to us by gentlemen of unimpeachable integrity : 

INSULTING HARRIS’S WIFE, 

About two weeks ago G. W. Venable and one 
Dulin went to the dwelling house of J. M. Harris, 
a peaceable, quiet brick mason,who had only beeu 
married a little more than a month, and in the ab- 
sence of Harris tried to induce his (Harris’s) wife, 
first by persuasion and then by threats, to abandon 
Harris and go with Venable. They were both 
intoxicated at the time. Harris, on returning 
from his work at night, found them there and, as it 
was very dark, permitted them to remain all night. 
His wife having told him of the propositions and 
threats they had made, he asked them, as they 
were leaving the next morning, not to come to his 
house again. It seems that Venable had visited 
Mrs. Harris before her marriage and was very much 
attached to her.

This was continued for some 
time. Finally about 10 o’clock some one came to 
the gate and called for Oscar Dayernport. Harris 
went to the door and asked ‘‘Who are you?’ but 
received noreply. Herepeated the question sey- 
eral times with the same result, when the man 
started towards the house, and about ten feet from 
the door was fired upon by Harris. This proved to 
be Venable. 

THE SECOND ENCOUNTER. 

The next morning Dulin and June Venable left 
the house of Mr. Tom Brown, where George Vena 
ble was carried after he was shot, swearing. they 
would have revenge, Dulin saying that he was go- 
ing to kill the whole Harris family. He was intox- 
icated at the time. They went to Harris’ house, 
June Venable carrying a shot gun. When about 
one hundred yards from the house they were com’ 
manded to ‘halt’? by Harris, which June Vena- 
ble did, but Dulin continued to advance. Harris 
stepped out into the yard with his shot gun, and 
when Duln had approached to within 
about ten yards of him, leveled 
his gun. Dulin, seeing this, wheeled half 
around. drawing his pistoland received the con- 
tents of the gun in that part of his anatomy which 
will make sitting dowu uncomfortable‘ for some 
time to come.

The Pan-Electric Scandal. 

THE CONSTITUTION, in discussing the dis- 
closures made in regard to the Pan-Electric 
-geandal, has held and still holds that there 
is not the lightest evidence going to show 
that the southern men holding stock in the 
concern are open to the criticism that has 
been passed on them in various quarters— 
some of them very suspicious quarters. For 
instance no responsible person or newspaper 
has charged Attorney-General Garland with 
‘dishonesty in acquiring or in holding certain 
se shares of the Pan-Electric concern. ‘The at- 
» tacks that have been made upon him amount 
to this—that, being a shareholder in a con- 
cern that has sought the aid of the govern- 
‘Mentin establishing its si pposed rights, 
she ought either to dispose of his shares or 
‘retire from the cabinet. 

Now, the fact of the business is, a news- 
ppaper editor, when he is critical, is disposed 
sto be very critical. He is disposed, indeed, 
to place his opinions above facts, and his 
'@pinions, being, in the very nature of things, 
hastily formed, are frequently of less impor- 
tance than they ere intended to be. In 
'¥iew of this, perhaps it would be well toal- 
-low our readers to form their own opinions 
-am regard to Mr. Garland’s case. The facts 
"inthe case are as follows:

Political Education. 

It*is proposed in Boston to promote the 
st of public questions through an organ- 
ization. The new school is called the Amer- 
ican institute of civics, and it proposes, being 
now regularly organized, to turn out good 
citizens on short notice. Its president and 
chief promoter is Dr. Henry Kandall Waite, 
at one time editor of the International Ke- 
view. Eminent leaders of thought are asso- 
ciated with him, The institution is to. be 
national in its scope, and a national advisory 
board has been organized, with Chief Justice 
Waite as president, and Senator Alfred H. 
Colquitt as vice-president. State and dis- 
trict councils are to be organized as rapidly 
as possible. 

The Boston Journal thus presents the scope 
of the new organization: ‘‘Its work will be 
the discussion and elucidation of public ques- 
tions and the quickening of interest, especi- 
ally among the young men of the country, 
in the problems of government and good cit- 
izenship. When the institute is fully equip- 
ped for its work it will include adepartment 
of public schoo! instruction, through which 
efforts will be made to secure proper provis- 
ions, in all common and high schools, for in- 
struction with reference to the relations and 
obligations of government and the governed: 
a department of college and professional 
school instruction, for the establishment of 
allied schools of the Institute of Civics in 
those institutions; a department of popular 
instruction, through which the endeavor will 
be made to reach the public minds by means 
of lectures, the circulation of suitable litera- 
ture and an active co-operation with lyce- 
ums, reading circles and other organized 
societies, and a department of the public 
press, which will seek the special assistance 
of publishers and editors, In furtherance of 
these plans there has been established a 
monthly journal called Tue Citizen, pub- 
lished irom the press of D. C. Heath & Co., 
of this city, and edited uncer the auspices 
of the institute.’’ 

There is of course plenty of room for such 
an organization. If it can induce the active 
business men of the country and the wealth- 
ier Class to perform even a part of their civic 
duties, it will perform oa great work. At 
present such people take little interest in 
public affairs,and most of them probably 
have no definite idea of what constitutes 
good citizenship. If the new organization 
can lead them tostudy public questions, and 
especially if it can put in their minds a sense 
of their relations to the government, it will 
deserve the support of all patriotic people. 
Good citizenship is almost a lost art in this 
country.

None of them should be trusted again. If 
they are not hung, let them have a reserva- 
tion several hundred miles from the section 
they are familiar with. The truth is, they 
should have no other mercy than a fair trial, 
and the verdict of the court should be exe- 
cuted. This’ is all the justice or leniency 
that such a lot has any right to demand. 
General Crook out of obstinacy of opinion 
may be inclined to accept their promises of 
good behavior again, but it is plain heshould 
not again be permitted to give the Apaches 
freedom of action, or even immunity from 
punishment.

TheSecretary ofthe Treasury Writes to Mr. 
» Morrison., 

WASHINGTON, February 15.—The Secretary 
of the treasury today sent Colonel Morrison, 
chairman of the Ways and means committee, a 
communication im reply toa letter from that 
committee, askigg his opinion on the proposed 
joint resolution ,@lirecting the payment of the 
surplus in the tr@asury in excess of $100,900.- 
000 on the publig-debt. In his reply the sec- 
retary quotes a ee of the resolution, 
which provid that whenever the 
surplus or ba@ance in the treasury, 
including t] amount held for 
redemption of tl United States notes shall ex- 
ceed the sum 100,000,000, it shall be the 
duty of the sccrétary of the treasury to apply 
such excess in sums of not less than $10,000,000 
per month durig®g the existence of such sur- 
plus to the pay gent of interest-bearing indebt- 
edness of the Wunited States, payable at the 
lou, ernment, and says:  .

SIX AND A HALF MILLION BALES. 


The Special Cotton Keturns of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 

WASHINGTON February 15.—The special cot- 
tof returns of the department of agriculture 
estimate the cotton remaining on the planta- 
tions on the first of February, proportion of 
lint to seed, quality, average date of close of 
picking and price of cotton. seed. The date of 
closing varies fro November 25th to Decem- 
ber llth, but the averages for the cotton belt 
are about nine days later than last year. Flor- 
ida, November 25th; Alabama, 28th; South 
Carolina, 20tb; North Carolina, December 2d; 


Georgia and Texas, 3d; Arkansas, 4th; Missis-~ 


sippi, Sth; Louisiana and Tennessee 10th. The 
quality is poorer than last year on the Atlantic 


coast, with much discolored and trAshy 
fiber. The staple is shorter than 
usual, exeept in favored locations west 


of the Mississippi, and the yield of lint 
which should average at least 32 per cent, is 
only about 31 per cent, from Virginia to Ala- 
bama and Tennessee. It is 32 in Mississippi 
and about 32 to 32) in the states west of the 
Mississippi. The quantity on thg plantations 
February Ist, is apparently about one-sixth of 
the crop, five-sixths having gone forward, ap- 
pearing at the forts about rebruary Sth. The 
percentage of the crop marketed is as follows: 
Virginia, 82; North Carolina, 82; South Caro- 
iina, 84; Georgia, ©5; Flomda, 87; Alabama, “4; 
Mississippi, $3); Louisiana, 83}; Texas, 83; 
Arkanéas, 53; Tennessee, 82; general average 
nearly 83. The indications thus point to a 
crop approximating November estimates of 
yield per acre, which looked toa product of 
about six and a half million bales.

ANOTHER DEFEAT.

The Supreme Court Intimates that It Will 
Decide in Favor(of the Prohibitionists. 

The supreme court yesterday morning about 
half past eleven o'clock announced that it was 
ready to hear the argument in the prohibition 
cases from Fulton county. Julius L. Brown 
and A. C. King were present, representing the 
anti-prohibition side of the contest and Jadge 
Hammond and Colonel T. P. Westmoreland 
sppeared for the prohibitionists. 

ere were two cases before the court. One 
was the case of J. W. Clayton vs. W. L. Cal- 
houn, ordinary, etc., application for injunction, 
etc..and the other was the case of Scoville 
& Beermann vs. W. L. Cal- 
houn, ordinary, etc., mandamus to compel 
the ordinary to hear the contest. Counsel,after 
considering the merits of the two cases and 
their similarity in many respects, by consent 
of court, decided to argue the appeals on both 
cases jointly. Julius L. Brown opened the 
case by reading a number of extracts from the 
petition, and from the bills of exceptions, upon 
which the cases were brought to the supreme 
court, 

When he had concluded, his associate coun- 
sel, Mr. Alex C. King, made an elaborate argu- 
ment, lasting over an hour, which was given a 
most considerate hearing. During his argu- 
ment, he was occasionally interrupted by the 
court. In coing so, the judge intimated that 
the court was of the opinion that neither the 
superior courts 01: the supreme court 
of the state had avy jurisdiction 
in restraining the action of the ordimary or 
taking apy cognizance of any of his acts until 
euch acts are found to be inflicting au injury 
or threaten to have injurious effects. 

When Mr. King had coneluded his argu- 
ment, the court announced that it did not de- 
size to hear from the other side. The intima- 
tions dropped from the bench indicate that the 
decision of the court in both cases will be in 
favor of the prohibitionists and that this is the 
end of these cases at least. What may be 
done after prohibition goes into effect is yet to 
be developed. 4

“LOCAL LEGiS_ATION. 


THE GENERAL COUNCIL IN REGU- 
LAR SESSION CONVENED. 


Ordinances for the Improvement of Peachtree and 
Whitehall Streets Introduced, Discussed and 
Referred--The Water Works Committee 
Report on the Artesian Well, Etc. 


The general council convened in regular ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon. 

The meeting was long, dull and uninterest- 
ing. 

The police committee, through Mr. Beatie, 
acting chairman, reported favorably upon the 
ordinanee requiring junk dealers and pawn 
shops to make daily reports of their business 


I to the chief of police. 


“Tam opposed to that ordinance,” said Mr. 
Middlebrooks, when the report of the commit- 
tee was announced. “Itis too sweeping and 
general. It requires me or any merchant who 
buys a bag of rags to make a written report of 
every article in it. We can’t afford it to keep 
a clerk for that alone.” 

HE FAVORED IT. 

“I think the ordinance should be adopted” 
said Mr. Angier. “It is intended to apply to 
junk dealers and pawn shops only.” 

“The ordinance’ said Mr. Beatie, “is a good 
thing and I’m in favor of it.” 

“It is good, no doubt” said Mr. Garrett, 
“‘and would probably result sometimes in re- 
covering stolen property, but it is a little too 
strong. I think it ought to be recommitted.” 

‘The ordinance,” said Mr. Collier, ‘‘applies 
to junk dealers only, and the tax ordinance 
show who are junk dealers.” 

“I don’t know whether I shall vote for the 
ordinance or not,” said Mr. Cooper, “but I 
think it ought to require these daily reports to 
be made under oath.” 

The ordinance was recommitted. 

SOME STREET WORK. 

The petition of citizens for paving Whitehall 
street from McDaniel to Peters was read. The 
report of the city engineer showed that the to- 
tal frontage was 4,221 andffthat 1,604 feet had 
been signed. 

Mr. McMaster, who resides 
blocks in the square ennmerated 
tion, stated that he owned nearly 
side of the block and that he was 
pay for the work. 

Mr. Middlebrooks said that there was no 
necessity for the work. 

Mr. Collier opposed the Work,saying that it 
would work a great hardship on persons re- 
siding on the block where Mr. McMasters lives. 

The ordinance was tabled. 

Mayor Hillyer stated that Mr. May, chair- 
meu of the street committee desired to be re- 
heved from that committee on account of his 
private business, and Mr. Mitchell was then 
transferred from the chairmanship of the 
market committee to the street committee, 
and Mr. May from the street committee to the 
market committee. 

WHITEHALL STREET BLOCKS, 

An ordinance placing belgian blocks on 
Whitehall street from Reters street to Fair 
street, was presented and referred to the com- 
mittee on streets. 

The ordinance changing the grade of Peach- 
tree street from Ellis to the city limits, and of 
West Peachtree sfreet, was taken up, 

Mr. Cooper introduced an ordinance repeal- 
ing somuch of the ordinance as applicd to 
Peachtree street. 

Mr. Beatie thought that the ordinance as 
a wholeshould be repealed. 

Mr. Collier said that he could see no cause 
for a change in the grade of Peachtree street, 
and said thatif a million dollars were spent 
on the street it would not improve its appear- 
ance. 

The ordinance was repeated. 

An ordinance authorizing the commissioner 
of public works to place belgian block on 
West Peachtree street without changing the 
grade, was adopted. 

WHAT THE FARM PRODUCED. 

Mr. Middlebrooks stated that more lard¥and 
meat had been made at the stockade farm 
than could be used and offered a resolution di- 
recting the commissioners of public works to 
sell what was not needed. 

Darnell, the dwarf who tries to masquerade 
in red suits with his dwarf son, applied fora 
free license to peddle. The application was 
referred to the relief committee. 

Mr. Middlebrooks, of the relief committee, 
offered a resolution appropriating 3500 to the 
benevolent home‘tor the months of January, 
kebruary and March, and 3125 per month to 
the Ivy street hospital for care of sick. 

CARING FOR THE POOR. 

The two ordinances creating a warden of the 
poor were returned tothe council with an ad- 
verse report from the relief committee, and a 
resolution directing the relief committee to 
employ, when needed, a warden at $50 per 
month Was adopted. . 

The Gate City National bank presented a 
petition for belgian blocks on the alley be 
tween the stationhouse and the Gate City 
bank building, and the petition was referred 
to the street committee. 

A HOUSE OF CORRECTION, 

Mayor Hillyer thinks that young boys and 
girls, who are committed to the reck pile 
where hardened criminals resort, are given an 
education in crime, and in order to avert 
this he offered a resolution declaring that 
the chairman of the committee on police, the 
chairman of the committee on relief, the judge 
ofthe city court, the recorder and the city at- 
attorney be directed and requested to consider 
and report upon the practicability of institut- 
ing a house of correction; and jrhat legislation 
is necessary for this object: and if deemed 
practicable, that they formulate and report to 
this body a plan for the same, so arranged as 
to admit of a division and separation of all 
persons committed into two or more classes, 
according to youth, sex and grade or character 
of offense. 

Mr. Kiispatrick presented -a paper signed 
by R. MPUlayton, city enginneer, and W. G, 
tichards, superintendent, stating that a thor- 
ough test of the artesian well had been made, 
and thatit was more than satisfactory. ‘They 
thought that the water ought to be utilized, 
and presented a bill of expenses necessary to 
do so. 

J. A. Anderson, the auditor and recorder, 
presented a paper highly complimenting the 
books in the tax receiver’s office.
